After thorough inspection of U.S Patent and Trademark Office 
physical records and Revenue Accounting Management financial 
records, it is determined that you're not entitled to a refund of

The reason for denial is as follows: The file date was granted on 
11-29-99 ( the new fee's did not go into effect until 12-29-99) 
making the basic filing fee $ 380 (not $345 half of $690) with $72 
for 8 additional claims over the original 20 claims given at $9 for 
each additional claim and $ 39 for 1 extra independent claim 
making the total filing fee $491.
